Soviet Union today offered 
large-scale loans and economic 
aSsistance to all  African- 
Asian nations, and in effect

The offer of aid was made in 
the Russian delegation’s eco- 
nomic report to the African- | 
Asian conference which opened | 
here yesterday with almost | 
every speaker’ lambasting | 
Western “imperialism” 
echoing standard Communist | 
themes. About 400 delegates | 
from 38 countries and colonies 


are attending the non-govern- 
mental conference. 


Unveiling what may he the 
big 1958 Communist offensive 
against the West in Asian and 
African countries, the report | 
made this approving comment | 
on nationalization of Western 
businesses: 

“We remember the experi- | 
ence of Egypt in nationalizing | 
the Suez canal and using the | 
profits for Egypt, Indonesians | 
are now embarked on the same 
path. Indonesian patriots are 
now fighting to nationalize 
Dutch banks and other enter- 
prises.” 

Gist Given Earlier. 

Informed sources had given 
the gist of the report even be- 
fore it was made. 

“We are prepared to help 
you as brother helps brother, 
without motives,” the sources 
quoted the report as saying. 

“Tell us what you need and 
we will help you and send, ac- 
cording to our economic possi- 
bilities, money. needed in the 
form of loans or aid.” 

“We can send economists to 
you or you can send econom- 
ists to our country,” the report 
continued. “We do not want 
any privileges for ourselves. 
We do not ask you to join any 
blocs or change governments 
or change internal or foreign 
policies ... Our only condition | 
is that there be no strings 
attached.” 

The report criticized United 
States aid as always resulting 
“in loss of independence, inter- 
ference and an end to ‘peace- 
ful coexistence,” and as always 
requiring the recipient to join 
an anti-communist defense 
pact, the sources said. 

Earlier today Egypt proposed 
to the economic committee of 
the conference the establish- 
ment of a common market by 
Asian and African nations to 
counteract the new European 
common market.

A spokesman for the Housing 
and Home Finance Agency 
said the project, to provide 
permanent quarters for families 
of officers and enlisted per- 
sonnel, was one of 11 military 
housing starts made possible 
by the “unfreezing” of hous- 
ing funds previously withheld 
by the Administration after 
their appropriation by Con- 
gress. 

Mr. Eisenhower, in a move 
to combat current recession 
signs, released the last $107,- 
000,000 of the $250,000,000 
authorized by Congress this 
year for the Federal National 
Mortgage Association to buy 
mortgages under the military 
housing program. 

Under the Capehart amend- 


ment to the Housing Act, 
FNMA buys mortgages on mili- 
tary housing projects. with 
Federal Housing Administra- 
tion insurance, thus making 
financing more attractive to 


private lenders. 
Hazelwood Housing. 

Also released under the 
Presidential order was $142,500 
in financing for a 10-unit co- 
operative single-family housing 
project in Hazelwood, St. Louis 
county. The project, known as 
Hazelwood Homes, was planned 
undér Section 213 of the Hous- 
ing Act, relating to co-operative 
arrangements under which ten- 
ants buy and operate housing, 

The Hazelwood authorization 
was part of $20,000,000 released 
by the President for FNMA 
purchase of co-operative mort- 
gages. Also released was $50,- 
000,000 under the slum clear- 
ance program, 


It had been reported in 
Washington last August that 
Fort Leonard Wood was to be 
closed by Jan. 1, but the. re- 
ports were never officially con- 
firmed, 

A proposed contract for con- 
struction of the 1329-unit hous- 
ing project at Fort Leonard 
Wood, submitted by J. W. 
Bateson Co. of Dallas with a 
low bid of $21,648,000, was ap- 
proved by the Kansas City of- 
fice of the Corps of Engineers 
last September. 

Mortagage Insurance OK'd. 

Mortgage insurance for the 
project was approved by the 
FHA office at St. Louis the 
following month. Both the con- 
struction contract and _in- 
surance, however, were sub- 
ject to release of funds by the 
Administration. 

It was learned today that 
start of construction may be 
delayed further by a dispute 
over labor wage rates in the 
Fort Leonard Wood area.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 27 — 
Farm surplus production was 
cut by more than one billion 
dollars this year through the 
soil bank, the Department of 
Agriculture said yesterday. 

Producers of corn, wheat, 
cotton, rice and tobacco were 
paid a total of $614,000,000 for 
retiring the crop land under 
the acreage reserve program. 
Individual agreements were 
signed by 914,819 farmers. In 
addition, farmers’ withheld 
6,500,000 acres of production 
of general crops under the soil 
‘bank’s conservation reserve. 
|The conservation reserve is for 
diversion of land from produc- 
tion to long-range conservation 
uses. 

Thus, the two soil bank re- 
serves accounted for 27,800,000 
acres in what the department 
said was “a direct attack on 
| surpluses.” 

How Value Is Set. 

The one-billion-dollar value 
on the crops not produced was 
calculated by officials on the 
basis of current price supports. 
It represented what would have 
been put out by the Govern- 
ment had all the production 
saved by. the soil bank been 
put under federal loans 
through the price support 
operation. It would not neces- 
sarily represent the cost to 
the Government for price sup- 


'port of the crops. 

The depertment said it ex- 
pected to sign up between 11,- 
500,000 and 14,500,000 acres of

the five crops eligible for the 
acreage reserve next year. This 
phase of the soil bank will be 
abandoned by the Administra- 
tion after 1958 crops. Some 
officials want to cut it out im- 
mediately and the Administra- 
tion is considering eliminating 
it from the budget to go to 
Congress in January. 

If the acreage reserve is kept 


for 1958 crops, the Administra- | 


tion will press for elimination 
of the $3000 limit which Con- 
gress set early this year. Un- 
less the ceiling is lifted, farm 
officials said, farmer participa- 
tion in the acreage reserve will 
fall far short of 1958 goals and 
increase the surplus problem. 
85,000 Contracts. 

The 6,500,000 acres diverted 
from prodgction under the con- 
servation reserve were covered 
in individual contracts with 
more than 85,000 farmers. The 
total first-year payments to pro- 
ducers were $108,300,000. In 
addition, they will get nearly 
$60,000,000 in annual payments 
on the acreage under contract. 

Under the conservation re- 
serve, producers agree to hold 
general crop land out of pro- 
duction for periods of three, 
five and 10 years. This land is 
planted to grass, trees and 
legumes, or turned to other soil 
and water saving uses or to 
wildlife habitat improvement. 
The department hopes to sign 
up 10,000,000 more acres next 
year in this phase of the soil 
bank.

The Mess in Pine Lawn 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In taking it upon himself to ex- 
plain and apologize for Pine Lawn's 
nightly traffic jam, Mike Londoff 
of the P. L. Chamber ef Commerce 
makes a very plausible and good 
tempered case. So good that I al- 
most wish he were right. 

Unfortunately, however: 

1. There is a surprisingly uni- 
form policy of forbidding on-street 
parking on the “out-traffic” side of 
Natural Bridge between 4 and 6 in 
the afternoon. Pine Lawn is the 
exception. To find a similar ex- 
ample of wooden-headed refusal to 
co-operate for the common good Mr. 
Londoff had to go out of the county 
to mention that parking was per- 
mitted on Natural Bridge, in the 
city, between Union and Belt. 

The only trouble with that ex- 
ample is that he is wrong. On- 
street parking is not permitted be- 
tween Union and Belt. That sec- 
tion is plastered with no-parking- 
between-4-and-6 signs. 

2. It is quite true that the traffic 
signal at Natural Bridge and Sylvan 
avenue should be turned off during 
late afternoon rush hours. The 
fact that Pine Lawn officials con- 
sider it the cause of all the trouble 
and yet have been utterly helpless 
to get the Highway Department to 
do anything about it in all this time 
suggests a truly awesome political 
incompetence and administrative 
ineptitude. 

As a matter of persona) observa- 
tion over a period of years I have 
never known the light to back up 
traffic beyond the center. The traf- 
fic that is clogged bumper-to- 
bumper all the way back to Good- 
fellow on bad nights is the direct 
and simple result of Pine Lawn’'s 
refusal to halt on-street parking 

When three solid lines of traffic 
are pushed into two lanes a jam 
is inevitable. Why be so tough 
about it? Why not do the simple, 
obvious, decent, co-operative thing?

One case (Green v. U.S.) dealt with a man 
who was accused of arson and first-degree mur- 
der in connection with a fire in which a woman 
lost her life. A jury convicted him of arson 
but, in conformity with the judge’s instructions, 
chose to reduce the murder charge to the second 
degree. On appeal, Green succeeded in getting 
the murder case remanded for a new trial on 
the ground that the evidence did not sustain a 
second-degree conviction, which required proof 
of malice aforethought. He was then tried for 
first<legree murder and again convicted. This 
conviction he also appealed, losing in the Circuit 
Court but persuading the Supreme Court to 
free him on the ground that his second trial 
represented double jeopardy. 

o . . > 7 

Here was a triumph of legal trickery, not of 
constitutional principles. The guarantee against 
being tried twice for the same offense is a 
valued constitutional right, but common sense 
rebels at invoking it for the purpose of escaping 
justice by a legal shell game. 

When a defendant appeals a conviction in 
order to secure a new trial, and is granted it, 
surely the new trial should be regarded as a 
continuation of the original proceeding rather 
than as a second “jeopardy.” Justice Black, 
writing the majority opinion that was con- 
curred in by Chief Justice Warren and Justices 
Douglas, Whittaker and Brennan, argued against 
a “narrow, grudging application” of the double 
jeopardy clause, but offered few solid reasons 
for his own extremely broad application. 

As Justice Frankfurter pointed out for the 
minority, the Court has previously held that, 
though-a person once acquitted cannot be re- 
tried for the same offense, the case is different 
when a convicted person appeals for a new trial 
and gets H. In such a case the defendant is 
asking for a second trial as a mattér of right, 
and it does not make sense to say that having 
won that privilege he can then invoke a differ- 
ent right to escape the judgment he has pleaded 
for. 

The other case (Lambert v. California) in 
which a 5-4 majority stretched a questionable 
view of Due Process remarkably thin con- 
cerned a Los Angeles woman who was convicted 
of violating an ordinance which requires persons 
previously convicted of a felony to register with 
the police. 

Justice Douglas, in the majority decision sup- 
ported by Chief Justice Warren and Justices 
Black, Brennan and Clark, did not hold such 
an ordinance unconstitutional per se. He did 
hold that the defendant's rights to Due Process 
were violated bécause she did not know about 
the registration law and was not given a 
chance to comply with it. “Engrained in our 
concept of due process is the requirement of 
notice,” he argued. 

. . . 

Yet, as Justice Frankfurter pointed out for 
the minority, there is another ingrained prin- 
ciple that ignorance of the law is no excuse. If 
a person can be freed from complying with a 
criminal registration law on grounds of ig- 
norance, then why not free a dope peddler who 
contends he did not know narcotics were illegal? 

The Court could have made a much stronger 
case against constitutionality of the registration 
law as such than it makes in favor of requiring 
notice—a rule which, if applied to other criminal 
laws, would have mischievous consequences. 
Such registration laws may be attacked because 


» they invade a citizen's privacy and penalize him 


for what is not a crime (i.e., having once been 
punished for a crime). To accept the law but 
object to the lack of notice, as the Court does, 
is straining at a gnat and swallowing a camel. 

Neither one of these’ cases, we imagine, will 
become landmarks in American jurisprudence. 
They are interesting mainly for their warning 
that legal formalism works both ways. We 
think the Supreme Court should sustain the 
substance and not the form of constitutional 
rights in all cases. 
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Congressman Saund’s Triumph 

Now that Congressman Dalip Saund of Call- 
fornia has toured India in triumph it is time to 
note that here is a remarkable good-will ambas- 
sador who was almost prevented from making 
good-will broadcasts a year ago. 

Born in India 58 years ago, Dalip Saund was 
a little-known county judge in southern Califor- 
nia when he won a surprise election victory in 
1956 over the glamorous Jacqueline Cochran, He 
then became living proof of American democra- 
cy, and since India wants such proof the United 
States Information Service naturally scheduled 
several overseas broadcasts by the Congressman- 
elect 

Suddenly however the USIA canceled the 
broadcasts. The Riverside (Calif.) Daily Press, 
a Republican newspaper, went to bat for the 
Democratic Mr. Saund, and sought out reasons 
for the cancellation. The Daily Press heard that 
the candidate had forgotten to file his campaign 
expenses before the election as required by law. 
But it questioned the Clerk of the House, and 
found that many veteran Congressmen had for- 
gotten to file the statement either before or 
after their elections. As a result of the news- 
paper's campaign, the Saund case came to na- 
tional attention, his overseas broadcasts were 
rescheduled, and eventually he went to India 
where he and his family were greeted with 
cheers and garlands and open ears. 

The United States needs open ears in the 
great sub-continent of India, and Congressman 
Saund ig one American of official stature who 
can speak the right language to them. 
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AX Romance of Ancient Man 

The National Geographic Society says it is 
helping to explore caves on Santa Rosa island, 
off the California coast, where man may have 
lived 37,000 years ago. Using the radioactive 
carbon test, scientists have dated the bones 
of an ancient mammoth found there as about 
29,650 years old, and other evidence indicates 
the animal may have been the entree of, shal! 
we say, &@ mammoth barbecue. 

Nothing seems to interest mankind quite as 
much ag his ancient past, unless, of course, it is 
his future. But space ships and moon flights 
somehow lack the mystery of the Neanderthal 
and prior evolution. Men feel sure somebody 
will fly te the moon some day; they seldom know 
who their great-greal-great-great grandfather was, 


much less their earlier ancestors. 


The romance of man's history appears in 
strange places and in strange ways. One day 
in 1927 a cowboy was riding near Folsom, NM.

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arroyo. When the flint finally reached the 
hands of anthropologists, it became the first link 
in a chain of evidence that dated the so-called 
Folsom man at perhaps 12,000 years ago and 
traced him from our Southwest to the Bering 
strait. : 

Now, It appears, the Folsom men who presum- 
ably arrived from Asia may have been latecom- 
ers, and.far from original Americans. Nobody 
yet knows who the latter were, and we may 
never know. But anthropology provides a hum- 
ble thought for our national conscience. There 
is no scientific ground for considering any Amer- 
icans as newcomers, when we all are. 
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Grappling Hard in France 
First steps have been taken in France that 
may at last bring a substantial measure of sta- 
bility to its kaleidoscople government. Four far- 
reaching reforms in the 1946 French Constitu- 


tion have been proposed by a@ group of legisla- 
tors—one from each of the major parties. These 
reforms have now been approved informally by 
the Cabinet of the French Republic’s youthful, 
but determined new Premier, Felix Gaillard. 

Here are the main proposals to halt the pro- 
cession of falling premierships in Paris. Their 
very serious character indicates the gravity of 
the problem with which they deal: 

1. The Premter would be given the author- 
ity to dissolve the Parliament. The purpose 
of this would be to put a defense weapon in 
the hands of a Premier threatened uselessly 
by a combination of irresponsible legislative 
elements. 

2. The Premier would be subject to ouster 
only if his Cabinet was defeated on a formal 
motion of censure by an absolute majority of 
the Assembly. This would have the effect of 
making it much more difficult to obtain an 
effective “no confidence” vote. 

3. The President could dissolve the As- 
semably in a period of crisis by first taking 
his dissolution proposal to the upper cham- 
ber. This would increase the power and re- 
sponsibility of the President if the safety 
and security of the Republic were threat- 
ened in part, in the President's opinion, by 
irresponsibility in the lower chamber. 

4. Members of the Assembly would be de- 
nied the right to initiate legislation leading 
to spending by the Government, This would 
give the Government in power tighter and 
more effective control over expenditures 
and thus contribute to financial stability. 


Strong medicine is required to bring fiscal 
order to France before it is too late. Inflation- 
ary pay and tax increases have followed each 
other in rapid succession, at a time when French 
pocketbooks have been drained by two enervat- 
ing wars—in Indochina and Algeria. 


France must pay something to achieve sta- 


bility and it seems quite clear that stern consti- 
tutional reform is a basic requirement. 
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Public Affairs Should Be Public 


Mayor Tucker has made a wise suggestion to 
the Land Clearance Commission. He urges 
members of the Commission to declare how t 
voted on the Mill Creek Valley redevelopment 
decision, and what considerations led them to 
their choice. ig 

This is no more than is due the public from 
the officials of a public agency that spends 
publie funds to accomplish public aims. 

There is no reason to suppose that the Com- 
mission did anything except to exercise its best 
collective judgment-4n awarding the Mill Creek 
project to one bidder rather than another. 

From what has been seen of the two proposals 
offered by Webb and Knapp on one side, and 
the City and Suburban Homes Company jointly 
with a St. Louis group on the other, the compet- 
ing ideas for rebuilding the Mill Creek Valley 
section were very much alike. 

This makes it all the more necessary that the 
Commission explain what factors entered into 
its decision to turn down the Zeckendorf pro- 
posal and accept the other. No criticism of the 
decision is implied in this suggestion, But a 
public agency must be publicly accountable. 

Both redevelopment plans should be made 
public in full detail and the reasons for the 
choice between them should be clearly set forth. 
Then let the public judge.

Two More G.O.P. Veterans Step Aside 

If the Republicans do not recapture control 
of Congress next November it will not be be- 
cause they laid little plans for their 1958 cam- 
paign kickoff dinners, Jan. 20. Already 37 func- 
tions have been scheduled in 26 states and many 
more are to be listed in the next three weeks. 
A coast-to-coast television hookup is being ar- 
ranged to link the fund-raising efforts, with 
President Eisenhower speaking at the dinner 
in Chicago. 

Unhappily for the kickoff planners there is 
one thing they cannot blanket. That is the 
spreading G.O.P. disappointment over the volun- 
tary retirement of some of the party's senior 
members of Congress. We recently called atten- 
tion to the half-dozen Republican Senators who 
have decided not to run for re-election next year. 
Now similar announcements are beginning to 
issue from the House side. 

First came the withdrawal of Representative 
John M. Vorys, who represents the Columbus 
district in Ohio. Elected 20 years ago next 
November, he is the second ranking Republican 
on the House Foreign Affairs Committee. He 
is just past 60 and his retirement takes an ex- 
perienced- and able G.O.P. campaigner out of 
the Ohio races. 

On top of that withdrawal comes one by Rep- 
resentative Cliff Clevenger, also of Ohio and a 
member since 1938. He is 72 and health is 
given as a reason. He will be a party loss within 
the House as well as on the hustings, since he 
ranks high on the Republican side of the 
important Appropriations Committee. 

Senior members of Congress must inevitably 
retire from the battle from time to time, but 
there is always a party risk in filling their seats. 
In 1956, a veteran G.O.P. farm belt member, 
Clifford Hope of Kansas, stepped out. The vot- 
ers in the 33 rural counties put in his place a 
Democrat, J. Floyd Breeding, the first of his 
party to represent western Kansas in many a 
year. In the eyes of Meade Alcorn, the prece- 
dent is not a pleasant one. 
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Mr, Eagleton on Wiretapping 

Circuit Attorney Thomas F. Eagleton deserves 
to be warmly commended for his statement the 
other day that he would not use wiretap evi- 
dence even if Missouri law permitted him to 
do so. 

Most prosecuting officials tend to favor use of 
wiretapping, so Mr. Eagleton's unequivocal posi- 
tion against it is all the more noteworthy. While 
many prosecutors will concede that wiretapping 
is a dirty business, they justify it on the ground 
that syndicated crime also is a dirty business 
and that they need every weapon at their com- 
mand to combat it. 

The essence of this argument—or even the 
stand for “limited” wiretapping by Mr. Eagleton's 


predecessor—is that the end justifies the means. — 


That principle has no place in a democracy, and 
we are happy to see that Mr. Eagleton realizes it. 
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Toward New Negotiations With Russia 
How the Press Regards This Outcome of NATO Meeting

Under his 
guidance, NATO could have called for 
the effective abolition of missiles as 
well as nuclear weapons from the 
NATO and Soviet military systems. It 
could have accepted the Soviet offer 
of a Jan. 1 suspension of bomb tests. 
It could have made a more meaningful 
offer of East-West negotiations. 
What was lacking was the magic of 
a powerful idea that might have 
turned the world away from the cur- 
rent perilous drift toward an explh- 
sion.

The 6-foot-9 league scoring 
champion of 1955-56 suffered a 
broken hand in last night's 
Kie] Auditorium doubleheader 
that also marked the end of the 
Hawks’ eight - game winning 
streak and included a blistering 
48-point output by George 
Yardley as he powered De- 
troit’s rejuvenated Pistons to a 
110-106 victory over St. Louis. 

Pettit was knifed by two Pis- | 
ton players in reaching for a. 
rebound just before the close | 
of the first half. X-rays early | 
this morning disclosed “‘a spiral | 
oblique fracture of the fourth | 
metacarpal of the left hand,” | 


said Dr. Stan London, Hawk 
team physician. 
In layman’s language, «Dr. 


London added, the injury is a | 
twisted fracture of the fourth | 
bone in the back of the left 
hand just above the ring finger. | 
“It is NOT the same kind of | 
fracture Pettit suffered last 
February (which was in his left 
wrist) and not.as bad as the 
break of last winter,” the team 
physician emphasized 

“Bobby will have to keep 
the hand in a cast for three or 
four weeks, but he has much 
more mobility 
with the cast last winter,” said 
the doctor. “He can move his 
fingers and arm.” 

Although Dr. London's after- 
midnight diagnosis was that 
Pettit conceivably could play 
tonight at Cincinnati, depend- 
ing on the pain suffered by 
the player and Coach Alex 
Hannum’s judgment, the team 
physician said this morning | 
that the star would not make 
the trip and “only possibly” | 
might be ready for Boston here 
tomorrow night. 


“The hand is quite stiff and 
sore now,” Dr. London said 

The sharp-shooting Pettit, 
who started the game as the 
circuit’s highest scorer of the 
season, actually missed only 
one complete game last season 
because of the fractured left 
wrist but was used sparingly, 
chiefly for rebounding  pur- 
poses, in many others. And 
after that Feb. 15 mishap, the 
league’s No. 1 big man didn't 
reach peak efficiency again 
until the post-season playoffs

The Gaither report, which 
compares this country’s mili- | 
tary capabilities with those of 
Russia, should be made public 
at once, United States Senator 
Stuart Symington (Dem.), 
Creve Coeur, said today. 

Symington spoke at a break- 
fast given by him and his wife 
for members of the St. Louis 
and St. Louis county Demo- 
cratic central committees and 
other party leaders at the Park 
Plaza Hotel. 

“The American public is en- 
titled to know all the findings 
and recommendations in the 
report except those which 
would aid the enemy,” Syming- | 
ton said. 

At the same time, Syming- 
ton said, the report did not 
contain anything that had not 
already been made known to 
congressional committees in 
private briefings on the arms 
situation. 

“Nevertheless, it is the first 
time the whole picture has 
been put into a package report 
and summary form of what we 
must do to preserve our de- 
mocracy,” he said. 

Symington said he had read 
that President Eisenhower had 
designated the report as top 
secret because the alarming na- 
ture of its findings on this 
country’s strength compared 
with Russia’s would panic the 
American people. 

“I do not agree with that,’ 
Symington went on. “During 
World War II, I was in Lon- 
don when that city was under- | 
going heavy bombing. The Brit- 
ish people did not panic and I 
am certain the people of the 
United States have just as 
much will, courage and deter- 
mination as the British.” 

Symington said he also dis- 
agreed with reported fears of 
the President that the people 
would be unwilling to pay the 
price of bringing this country’s 
defensive strength up to that 
of Russia’s. 

Gov. James T. Blair, one of 
the guests, said the Democrats 
by hard work could bring St. 
Louis county into the Demo-| 
cratic column “where it be- 
longs.”

A “greatly enhanced” owner 
demand for competent and rec- 
ognized professional real estate 
management will result in 1958 
being a “management” year. 

This was the prediction of 
Lloyd D. Hanford, president- 
elect of the Institute of Real 
Estate Management, in a re- 
port on the year’s activities in 
and the outlook for the fu- 
ture. The Institute is an af- 
filiate of the National Associa- 
tion of Real Estate Boards. 

The San Francisco real es- 
tate executive pointed out that 
during the latter part of 1957, 
property managers experienced 
a marked upsurge in new ac- 
counts, some reporting in- 
creases, percentagewise, ¢x- 
ceeding those of anv compar- 
able period during the last 10 
years. 

“Investment property own- 
ers are rapidly becoming alert 
to the necessity of professional 
management if they are to 
reap the benefits and avoid the 
pitfalls of our complicated and 
rapidly changing economy,” he 
said. It was upon this in- 
creased demand for expert as- 
sistance that Hanford based his 
optimistic forecast for a ban- 
ner year. 

He predicted that residential 
renting would continue strong, 
while there may be some weak- 
ening in office building occu- 
pancy, especially in older 
buildings. 

Hanford foresaw the increas- 
ing small store vacancy, par- 
ticularly in the neighborhood 
shopping areas, as the most 
serious problem property man- 
agers face in the new year.

WASHINGTON (INS)—Hous- 
ing has been a weak element 
in the nation’s booming econ- 
omy in the past two years but 
it is shaping up as a tower of 
strength in a predicted 1958 
recession 

Economists look for the grad- 
ual pickup that began in Sep- 
tember to continue through the 
first half of 1958 with a strong 


last half and a total of more 
than a million new homes. 
Forecasts ranging up to 


100,000 more than the 1,000,000 
in 1957 are based on the fact 
that it will be early summer 
before easier mortgage credit 
takes effect and output can be 
boosted. 

This slow buildup in volume 
could continue to the 1,500,000 
new houses a year that will be 
needed by 1960. 

With mortgage credit easier 
and spiraling costs checked, a 
problem now is the hesitancy 
of people to go into debt for 
a new home at a time when 
unemployment is on the in- 
crease 

While this feeling already is 
evident, no one in the indus- 
try is quite sure just how much 
of an effect it will have next 
year. 

If other business sl¥mps seri- 
ously, the Government can be 
expected to relax controls and 
encourage home _ construction 
and ownership as a boost to 
allied industries and the gen- 
eral economy.

however, that housing cannot 
be counted upon to help pull 
the nation out of a slump again 
as it did in 1955. 

Harold P. Braman, manager 
of’ the National Savings and 
Loan League, has said that a 
repetition of the 1955 housing 
boom would unbalance the 
market and cause new trouble 
in the slow recovery. 

Braman expects 1,075,000 
new homes in 1958 although 
1,200,000 could be used, if 
mortgage money were. avail- 
able, to shelter new families 
and to replace substandard 
dwelling units 

Rogg says, “The markets are 
there. Prices, product, design, 
quality and merchandising— 
not housing shelter, but better 
ways of living through better 
housing—are the keys to ex- 


pansion.” 

Although both men antici- 
pate more mortgage money 
next year, they also look for 
the present interest rate to 
hold fairly steady. 

Rogg predicts little change 


in sales prices in 1958—a small 
increase, perhaps, but nothing 
like the average jump of $1000 
annually that has occurred over 
the past three years. 

The Home Builders’ econo- 
mist says construction costs 
will go up a little next year be- 
cause of wage increases already 
set in motion by multiple-year 
labor contracts. 

Materials prices have been 
leveling off, Rogg explains, and 
land prices have halted a rapid 
upward spiral but, with no sign 
of significant softening, land 
still will be over-priced.

In Demand 


A “greatly enhanced” owner 
demand for competent and rec- 
ognized professional real estate 
management, will result in 1958 
being a “management” year. 

This was the prediction of 
Lloyd D. Hanford, president- 
elect of the Institute of Real 
Estate Management, in a re- 
port on the year’s activities in 
and the outlook for the fu- 
ture. The Institute is an af- 
filiate of the National Associa- 
tion of Real Estate Boards. 

The San Francisco real es- 
tate executive pointed out that 
during the latter part of 1957, 
property managers experienced 
a marked upsurge in new ac- 


counts, some _ reporting  in- 
creases, percentagewise, ¢x- 
ceeding those of anv compar- 


able period during the last 10 
years. 

“Investment property own- 
ers are rapidly becoming alert 
to the necessity of professional 
management if they are to 
reap the benefits and avoid the 
pitfalls of our complicated and 
rapidly changing economy,” he 
said. It was upon this in- 
creased demand for expert as- 
sistance that Hanford based his 
optimistic forecast for a ban- 
ner year. 

He predicted that residential 
renting would continue strong, 
while there may be some weak- 
ening in office building occu- 
panecy, especially in older 
buildings. 

Hanford foresaw the increas- 
ing small store vacancy, par- 
ticularly in the neighborhood 
shopping areas, as the most 
serious problem property man- 
agers face in the new year. 

“The small merchants, be- 
sieged by insufficient capital, 
high labor costs, competition 
from chain and other large or- 
ganizations and changing shop- 
ping habits, will find it more 
and more difficult to stay in 
business. 

“Increasing credit losses are 
contemplated if unemoloyment 
continues to rise. The rising 
costs of labor, materials, serv- 
ices and taxes will tend to re- 
duce net spendable incomes 
and possibly curtail some 
needed maintenance and re- 
habilitation.” 

The 1.R.E.M. head believes 
that one solution to the prob- 
lem lies in increasing adequate 
parking. 

“By carefu) analysis and co- 
operation of civic authorities, 
vacant properties will be re- 
moved from the market, the 
improvements razed and land 
converted to parking uses.” 

“By cost analyses, well di- 
rected maintenance programs, 
and corresponding informed 
neighborhood surveys, the dif- 
ferential between gross income 
and total cash expenses wil! be 
maintained at a maximum,” he 
continued.

Sold to Two Doctors ( Husdacnd lind

WASHINGTON (INS)—Hous- 
ing has been a weak element 
in the nation’s booming econ- 
omy in the past two years but 
it is shaping up as a tower of 
strength in a predicted 1958 
recession 

Economists look for the grad- 
ual pickup that began in Sep- 
tember to continue through the 
first half of 1958 with a strong 
last half and a total of more 
than a million new homes. 

Forecasts ranging up to 
100,000 more than the 1,000,000 
in 1957 are based on the fact 
that it will be early summer 
before easier mortgage credit 
takes effect and output can be 
boosted. 

This slow buildup in volume 
could continue to the 1,500,000 
new houses a year that will be 
needed by 1960. 

With mortgage credit easier 
and spiraling costs checked, a 
problem now is the hesitancy 
of people to go into debt for 
a new home at a time when 
unemployment is on the in- 
crease. 

While this feeling already is 
evident, no one in the indus- 
try is quite sure just how much 
of an effect it will have next 
year. 

If other business sl! mps seri- 
ously, the Government can be 
expected to relax controls and 
encourage home _ construction 
and ownership as a boost to 
allied industries and the gen- 
eral economy.

however, that housing cannot 
be counted upon to help pull 
the nation out of a slump again 
as it did in 1955. 

Harold P. Braman, manager 
of the National Savings and 
Loan League, has said that a 
repetition of the 1955 housing 
boom would unbalance the 
market and cause new trouble 
in the slow recovery. 


Braman expects 1,075,000 
new homes in 1958 although 
1,200,000 could be used, if 


mortgage money were. avail- 
able, to shelter new families 
and to replace substandard 
dwelling units 

Rogge says, “The markets are 
there. Prices, product, design, 
quality and merchandising— 
not housing shelter, but better 
ways of living through better 
housing—are the keys to ex- 
pansion.” 

Although both men antici- 
pate more mortgage money 
next year, they also look for 
the present interest rate to 
hold fairly steady. 

Rogg predicts little change 
in sales prices in 1958—a small 
increase, perhaps, but nothing 
like the average jump of $1000 
annually that has occurred over 
the past three years.

A BREAD-AND-BUTTER NOTE from friends who 
visited us recently ends with an interesting sentence or two: 
“Ht was a whale of a weekend from the first taste of elk 
steak to the last bite of muffin. And despite Len’s pessi- 
: mism about human na- 
ture, it renewed our faith 
in it to see two people 
doing more or less what 
they want to do.” 

There is an wunder- 
standing of life in that 
phrase “more or less 
what they want to do” 
which is often missing 
when folks comment on 
existence at™ Possum 
Trot. Too often the 4s- 
sumption is that here is 
the simple life achieved 
to perfection; that farm- 
ing and country living 
and writing and lecturing 
are the ideal combination 
for eliminating all pres- 
sure and struggle.

Th¢ difficulty with this picture, of course, is 
that it falls te define “the simple life.” We learn 
next te nething about what it is, how it may be 

“achieved, and whether & offers any rewards that 
we are interested in. I suppose we think of “the 
pimple life,” in essence, as life without pressure, 
spent doing things we enjoy. If this is correct, then 
certainly the fellows who write the novels and pro- 
duce the television scripts are the last to achieve 
“the thing they talk about. 


WHEN WE ANALYZE this idea of “life without pres- 
sure,” we find there isn’t any such animal; at least not 
im this modern world in which we live. I am doubtful, in 
fact, that life is supposed to be lived without pressure. It 
never was and never will be, except for brief periods by 
primitive peoples in favored parts of the world. The 
chances are that life without pressure, if we could achieve 
it, weuld be as flat as boiled ham without mustard. More- 
over, as one expert pointed out recently, we can ourselves 
pretty much adjust the pressure by the speed at which we 
run. The choice of whether to grasp for the next rung of 
the ladder is always ours—granted it may be weighted by 
the fact that Junior's teeth need straightening. 


THE SECOND POINT we mentioned in defining the 
simple life was “doing the things we enjoy.” Even aside 
from the fact that life has much to say about such matters, 
we are amazed by the number of people we know who are 
caught up in the full whirl of twentieth century business 
and industrial life—and who enjoy every minute of it. We 
know industrialists, copy writers, sales managers, public 
relations men, corporation lawyers, editors—and even bank 
presidents—who wouldn't trade their jobs for any other. 


By the same token we know many men and 
women who are equally happily engaged in other 
pursults—scientific, artistic, creative—which those 
of us in business sometimes think of as represent- 

Ing “the good life.” Among this group are writers, 
painters, musicians, naturalists, foresters, wildlife 
technicians and even photographers and lecturers. 
Many have deliberately sacrificed the hope of fi- 
_pancial reward for the deeper satisfaction of doing 
the things they enjoy most. And very often they 
apply their own pressures. 


THE CHIEF THING, it seems to me, is that there has 
never been a time in mankind's history—or a place on our 
planet—when so many people have the opportunity to make 
a choice as to their way of life. Here is education for the 
asking plus the effort necessary to acquire it; nor need 
learning cease when school is over. Here for the first time 
is leisure for a large part of our population to enjoy the 
things we are supposed to be missing—good literature, 
music, art and the pursuit of a hundred interests outside 
the’ single one of earning a living. Even success with a 
capital “S” need not be pursued to the total exclusion of 
fanmgity, cultural interests, travel, healthful recreation and 
just plain h@bbies. We can enjoy all of these—and at the 
same time maintain the highest level of prosperity and 
material comfort since homo sapiens first stood up on his 
hind legs a few million years ago. If this is “The Great 
Anterican Rat Race,” it is.of our own making and we are 
ali“in it, for better or worse.

CARBONDALE, IIll.. Dec. 27. 
ALL AFTERNOON-great tat- 
tered mattresses of clouds had 
rushed up from the southwest 
and crossed the southern IIli- 
nois sky. , 


Between pop tunes, radio sta- — 


tions carried tornado warnings. 

Night came early and with 
it came a higb, whistling sound 
that passed over Carbondale 
and was gone. 

It was only after the high 
school carolers in red stocking 
caps had moved on from our 
house that we became aware of 
the fact that a tornado had 
struck Murphysboro, six miles 
to the west. 

Local sun-down radio sta- 
tions were back on the air 
pouring forth fragmentary de- 
scriptions of death and damage, 
interspersed with calls for beds 
and blankets. 

With some blankets and two 
foldaway beds in the back of 
the station wagon, I headed for 
Murphysboro. 

Up ahead there was no re- 
flection in the sky to indicate 
the presence of a town of 10,- 
000. It was just dark and star- 
riddled. 

On the east edge of town, 
burning houses illumined the

groups. Strung down the cen- 
ter of the highway were white- 
helmeted figures waving red 
flares that dripped glowing 
drops onto the highway.

below. Outside the gym door, 
squat milk cans stood, full of 
fresh water. As I left the build- 
ing I met a very old woman. 
She was holding her side and 
crying softly. Behind her came 
a young mother carrying an 
infant, The infant was crying, 
too. 


Driving back through the 
dark and quiet town I decided 
to drop in on somé friends and 
see how they and their six 
children were faring. 


The big old house was in 
total darkness except for a 
faint oval of light that shone 
through a frosted door glass. 
At my knocking a beam of 
light played along the hall, The 
door opened and I stepped in- 


-side into the pool of light the 


flashlight made on the floor. 


My friends had been writing 
Christmas cards by the light of 


four candles. As we talked of 
the catastrohe, our shadows 
loomed large on the high- 
walled room and across the 
ceiling. Upstairs a child 
coughed. Out in the night a 
siren wailed and died into 
nothing. 

As I drove back through the 
Murphysboro business district, 
the figures waving red flares 
were still at the intersections. 
On the east edge of town, 
houses were still burning. One 
wall of a house leaned away 
from the flames, toward the 
night. 

It was very dark between 
Murphysboro and Carbondale. 

Downtown Carbondale was a 
blaze of cheery Christmas 
lights, yet six miles away a 
whole town was in darkness 
and misery. For many in 
Murphysboro there would be 
little Christmas. For a few, 
there would be no Christmas, 
ever.

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The Bridge Deck

AN EXPERT once said that 
safety plays were “unsafe” at 
match-point duplicate and it 
did no good for a declarer to 
know them. To make a con- 
tract “safe,” declarer has to 
give up trying for an over- 
trick and at match points the 
overtrick can count as heavily 
as the contract itself. Safety 
plays, the expert said, should 
be reserved for rubber bridge 
or total-point matches where 
they could be used to secure a 
contract against freak distri- 
bution. 

The wisdom of his advice can 
be seen from today’s hand, 
played in a recent French 
championship for open pairs. 
As reported by Jean Besse for 


of the defending champions, 
Georges Theron of Paris, made 
a bluff defense against a de- 
clarer who knew too much 
about safety plays. He tried to 
protect his six-spade contract 
against what he thought was a 
bad trump break, and he went 
down when he’ lost a ruff as 
well as a trump. 

Looking at all four hands, 
it is difficult to see how he 
could go down. But Theron, 
who with his partner, Monsieur 
Desrousseaux, won the title 
last year and was runner-up 
for it this year, knew just the 
defense to worry South and 
throw him off from making a 
straight play for his contract.

The surprised declarer, who 
realized the jig was up when 
East followed on the second 
spade play, had to listen to 
this colloquy between the de- 
fenders: “I wasn’t sure you 
held a third trump to ruff my 
club return,” said West, 


“But of course, you knew I 
had three trumps,” said Theron 
with a smile. “I played ‘high- 
low’ in spades.” 

Note that declarer would 
have been better off had he 
bid six no-trump; then even if 
he made the spade safety play, 
he would not be open to a club 
ruff. 

If declarer hadn't known 
anything about safety plays 
and had simply ignored East's 
bluff discard, he would have

TALKING IS A NECESSARY EXERCISE for children. 
Soon after they have acquired a vocabulary they begin 
using it, endlessly.

SEVERAL MONTHS AGO, a 
scholar poking about the co- 
lonial section of Philadelphia 
discovered that someone had 
stolen a plaque commemorating 
an historic site. 

Like thousands of Philadel- 
phians he notified. the Mayor's 
Office for Information and 
Complaints. 

Before the agency was es- 
tablished to encourage citizens 
to “tell it to City Hall” and 
have the Hall do something 
about it, such information 
would have been viewed with 
tolerant amusement. 

Instead, the matter was 
turned over to a young man 
with antiquarian sympathies. 
He didn't locate the _ stolen 
plaque. But after three months 
of effort and research, he suc- 
ceeded in getting the original 
donor to replace it. 

The beaming scholar, after 
viewing the new plaque, wrote 
Mayor Richardson Dilworth 
that he felt he had been ade- 
quately compensated for his 
annual tax payment. 


KEEPING Philadelphians 
happy by promptly filling in 
holes in their streets; warning 


neighbors with trespassing 
dogs: listening to. squawks 
about increased taxes, and 
helping to find Old Uncle 
Charlie a job has made this 
agency with its 13-man staff 
exceedingly popular with its 
citizens, 


It costs Philadelphia approx- 
imately one-half cent a person 
each year to maintain this arm 
of the Mayor's office and ev- 
eryone from the city’s chief 
executive to average citizens is 
very pleased with it. 


Results during the six years 
it has been operating have 
been so spectacular that more 
than 40 other United States 
cities—and some as far away 
as Tokyo—have adopted simi- 
lar setups, with the same good 
results. Chicago went the 
Quaker City one better by dis- 
patching messengers to neigh- 
borhoods to talk over com- 
plaints in homes but the people 
of William Penn’s town would 
consider that too much of a 
frill. 

Not all complaints, happily, 
are in the nature of the miss- 
ing plaque, but enough offbeat 
ones come in each day to keep 
the agency’s employes in con- 
tact with places all over the 
world. 

Complainants and informa- 
tion seekers make their wants 
known either by telephone, let- 
ter, or by personally visiting 
the agency's offices on the 
ground floor of the massive 
City Hall building in the cen- 
ter of town. 

Phones keep ringing with re- 
ports of street lights out, pav- 
ing broken, heat off in an 
apartment, a dice game going 
on in somebody's garage. And 
the mail brings requests like 
the plea for “picture cards” 
from a 14-year-old Italian boy 
and another from 
Yard man who wanted informa- 
tion on the Philadelphia Police

Department and a blank badge. 

The procedure of the office 
is simple: Take the complaint 
and do something about it im- 
mediately—whether it be to 
write a letter, get in touch with 
the proper agency or official, 
or handle it personally. 

If the complaint is by tele- 
phone, taxpayers are able to 
hear their complaints being re- 
laved by what Frank J. Far- 
rell, chief of the office, calls 
his “two telephone technique.” 
He demonstrated it the other 
day when-a resident called in 
complaining about a -maraud- 
ing dog: 


FARRELL (over the phone): 
“You're sore about this dog, 
but you don’t want your neigh- 
bor to know you're complain- 
ing because you want to re- 
main friends, that right? 

“O.K., now here is what I'm 
going to do. I've got another 
phone here and I'm going to 
call your neighbor. I won't 
mention your name, but I'll 
read the dog ordinance to him. 
You'll be able to hear.” 


Farrell held the receiver, 
picked up the other phone and 
dialed the neighbor. 

“Hello, this is the Mayor's 
Office for Information and 
complaints. Sorry to trouble 
you, sir, but we have received 
calls from your street that a 
dog along there is tearing up 
shrubbery. 

“Now, sir, we don’t know if 
it is your dog but as a dog- 
owner, we'd just like to read 
you the city ordinance regard- 
ing dogs, in case you're not 
acquainted with it, It states, 
sir, that dogs must be leashed 
away from their property. 
That's it, sir, no ill feelings— 
you know, we must all respect 


the city’s ordinances so that 
we can all live better to- 
gether.” 

FARRELL, a former -sales

“Here you have a moral re- 
sponsibility to help people,”

AS A GENERAL RULE, elee-.. 
trical outlets in a home are 


placed where they will do the 
least possible good and be the 
most inconvenient to reach. If 
you want a table with a lamp 
here, the nearest electrical out- 
let will be way over there, Al- 
most every living room has an 
unused outlet in back of a 
heavy sofa and most bedrooms 
have an outlet the farthest dis- 
tance possible from the 
table. 

To further complicate mat- 
ters, we are told that it’s not-a 
good idea to fasten ordinary 
extension cords to the wood- 
work or to run them under 
rugs and carpets.

Girls Run

NEW YORK, Dec. 27 (INS) 

IT SEEMS THAT teen-age 
women (a girl becomes a wom- 
an these days as soon aS she 
learns to stalk) are virtually 
running the lives of teen-age 
boys. 

Not only do they handle the 
boys’ monies, whether they be 
$2 allowances or $100 pay- 
checks, but they tell them 
when to go to bed at night, 
what clothes to buy, and, in 
general, exactly where to go. 


In fact, “teen-age boys in 
the United States are sur- 
rendering many of their pre- 
marital freedoms at an in- 
creasingly alarming rate,” 
according to Lester Rand, 
head of the Youth Research 
Institute, which takes. sur- 
veys of the habits and think- 
ings of the nation’s 12- to 
20-year-olds. 


Gone, apparently, are the 
days of my youth when a shy 
lad would as soon stay after 
school in detention hall as risx 
having to carry your books . 
when mothers had to give a 
boy cash, and fathers had to 
force upon a boy the family 
car, before he'd get himself a 
doll for the prom. 

Today's youth goes steady 
early, as all thinkers—and wor- 
riers—are aware. 

Often, shortly after starting 
this terribly earnest together- 
ness the boys turn over their 
allowances and earnings to 
their girls, who place the boys 
on a budget. “Girls think they 
are better money managers 
than boys, and have little trou- 
ble convincing youths of it,” 
Rand says. 

Holding the money, and also 
having influence on the boys’ 
family charge accounts, the 
older teen femmes accompany 
their steadies on clothes-shop- 
ping expeditions, telling them 
pretty much what to buy. 
What’s more alarming, the boys 
later brag about the taste of 
their girl friends, admitting

they wouldn't make a move in 


haberdashery circles without 
female help. 
“Once they feel confident, 


girls force boys to cut down 
on sweets and smoking, and go 
so far as to tell them at what 
time they should be in bed,” 
Rand’s surveys show. 


The worst of it is that all 
this stern supervision, under 
the guise of young love, 
comes at a critical time when 
boys are just beginning to 
balk at maternal control. It’s 
the traditional age when a 
young boy grows into a very 
young man, and begins to 
feel the healthy power of 
planting his feet on inde- 
pendent ground. 


Under the new “steady” so- 
cial setup, many a young boy 
may never be transformed into 
a normal decision-maker and 
free thinker. He may kid him- 
self that in switching
